


ITALY HIGHLIGHTS: Clothes wrap snugly 

over the hips, using few, if any, fasteners 
... the Orientalia is Rich-Chinese: Manda- 
rin collars, side slits and side-buttoned 
closures, Chinese prints -- nothing so 
proletarian as quilted workers' jackets ... 


an easy, vertical silhouette ... a flurry 


of gathers, pleats, smocking ... most 
skirts a few inches below knee. 


COATS & SUITS, CAPES: Huge "security 
blanket" CAPES over everything, even over 
coats (Valentino) ... WRAPPED suit skirts 
-- SHIRTSUITS ... DUFFEL COATS, hooded for 
day (Andre Laug) -- printed Ultrasuede 
(Irene Galitzine) -- reefers -- raglan 
sleeves, high, close collars (Fabiani) ... 
Fur trim galore: Mink, black fox, dyed-to- 
match opossum -- 40's use of whole animal, 
head, paws and tail (Laug). 


“EVENING WEAR: Slinky and close-fit (Bales- 


tra) -- deep, plunging necklines -- 
transparency -- embroidery. 


FABRICS: Lightweight, supple -- double 
faceds replace linings ... buttery MOHAIR 
and cashmere for coats and suits -- creamy 
jersey for dresses ... fine pinstripes -- 
revival of satin and point d'esprit for 
evening ... small floral and geometric 
prints ... patterned lame (Brugnoli). 


COLORS: Subdued ... tone-on-tone mixage 
..« black for all hours ... metallic grays, 
beige, brown, slate blue, moss green ... 
some bright mustard and violet noted. 


ACCESSORIES: Enormous stoles and shawls 
wrapped around day and evening clothes ... 
wrapped heads or close hugging cloches ... 
Lots of BELTS: wide motorcycle ones for 
day, wide sashes for evening ... Medium- 
to high HEELS, some pointed toes -- BOOTS 
... Seams on stockings (Balestra). 
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Men's Fall fashions will have the look of 
self-assured elegance, judging from clothing 
shown at the 3-day Press Preview of the 
Men's Fashion Association at Spring Lake, 
N.J. in late-June.

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LAYERING COMES TO SPORTS OUTERWEAR 


Widespread use of vests, plus trend to 
wearing sportshirts over turtlenecks, 
sweaters over sportshirts, and jackets 
over the lot ... and EVERYTHING HOODED, 
from sweaters to sweatshirts, blazer 
sweaters to slicker trench jackets, over- 
shirts to monk's coats ... GREAT-OUTDOORS 
LOOKS: "Marlboro" coats -- corduroy rider 
jackets -- "Churchill" coats, exact 
replicas of Sir Winston's nautical blue 
reefer -- Loden and camelhair pea jackets 
-- quilted Chinese worker's, bombardier 
and shirt jackets ... SWEATERMANIA rises 
to fever pitch: jacquard the odds-on 
favorite, geometrics and stripes very 
strong ... TAILORED SLACKS strongest in 


poly doubleknits ... THE JEANING OF AMERICA 


is the true Denim-ocracy, with softened 
pre-washeds favored in true indigo cotton 
denim -- new jeans models include trim

-- all have multiple decorated pockets, 
concealed ones in the French types. 


FABRICS, COLORS, PATTERNS 


FLANNELS -- worsteds -- gabs -- TWEEDS: 
herringbones, barleycorns, crowfoots, 
combos of these, Harris, checks, subdued 
plaids ... STRIPES, from subtle to bold, 
from pin and pencil thin to 2-inch ... 
DENIM, the 20th Century's "security 
blanket," corduroy, CAMEL HAIR, leather 
real and synthetic, Ultrasuede ... STRIPES 
with SOLIDS and other MIXED PATTERNS ... 
WOOL/ACRYLIC/COTTON/NYLON blends in 
sweaters ... NEW ARE pearl gray, olive 

and bottle green, BRICK, chocolate brown 
-- brown/gray teamed together -- postman's 
blue -- tawny tans and browns best. 


ACCESSORIES 


4-INCH TIES continue, with solid colors, 
or at best small patterns, recommended to 
go with vests ... Close-fitting, large- 
collared European-type SHIRTS continue 
important -- SATIN-stripes, -plaids and 
-checks revived -- tone-on-tones, white- 
on-white jacquards -- "rugby" the newest 
sportshirt ... CLASSIC SLIPONS, wing-tips, 
pewter gray SHOES ... PRINTED SOCKS. 





FOURTH_ANNUAL MONTREAL MODE MOVES TO_N.Y. 
Canadian aplomb and fortitude overcame 
misgivings about transplanting the Quebec 
fashion event to N.Y.: The Montreal Mode 
presentation, Friday evening, June 27, after 
the American Designers Showings Press Week, 
took place in the impressive, marbled 
setting of the Canadian Club (commissioned 
by J. Pierpont Morgan and designed by Stan- 
ford White in 1891). 


But the local color and mystique of its 
native surroundings, and the impact of 
showing each firm's complete lines, were 
more than offset by the fast-paced, hand- 
somely staged 75-minute capsule showing of 
18 collections. 


THE HIGHLIGHTS: Sensuous loungewear -- 


slinky jumpsuits, jumpers, pants with tunic 
«+.» Color-cued dresses, narrow or flared, 
and shaped with belts ... Sports separates: 
duffle coats, hooded or not -- flared 
culottes, and circle skirts, with kimono 
sleeved ‘loose tops for apres-ski -- cut- 
off ski breeches and Anorak jackets are IN 
ee. Canadian talent for making fur behave 
like cloth -- capes, great and swirling, 

or tubular and vaguely Oriental. 


THE STANDOUTS: LOUNGEWEAR -- string-tied, 
frog fastened, hooded caftans, pajamas, 
jumpsuits and robes in sensuous, misty- 
gray or mocha beige jersey (John Warden/ 
Molyclaire) -- velvety terry-velours 
jumpsuit with long front zipper and draw- 
string belt (Leo Chevalier/Van Essa) ... 
KNITS -- innovative, hand-knit or -crochet 
look sweaters, ethnic coats, dresses and 
separates (Francine Vandelac/Francine Van- 
delac Tricots) -- huge sweaters and capes, 
dresses, an Erte coat (Leo Chevalier/Van 
Essa) ... LEATHER -- frosty-blue coats and 
suits (Montreal Leather Garment) ... RAIN- 
WEAR & FURS: vertical cartridge-quilted 
coats of cotton poplin/printed calico, 
with pointed hoods and kangaroo pouch 
pockets (Marielle Fleury/Rainmaster) -- 
magnificent snakeskin patterned raincape 
over sumptuous, toggle-closed coat of 
natural raccoon; long, tubular Oriental 
coat of black Swakara with Mandarin collar 
and shoulder capelet (Donald Richer).

trasting pattern knit vest and tucked 
blouse ... poplin rainsuits with removable 
sable lining and pants or skirt -- polished 
cotton raincoats over striped flannel 
blazers with solid flannel skirts and 
crepe de chine blouses ...

Liberty, as noted in Nov. '74 FI, is cele- 
brating its Centenary this year. One of 
the major undertakings is an exhibit at 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, July 31- 
Aug. 12. Designed by Barry Mazur, one 
section will feature the arts and crafts 
movement of the late 19th century when 
William Morris, the father figurehead of 
Art Nouveau, was associated with Liberty. 
During the 20th century, Art Deco replaced 
Art Nouveau, and the floral 30's were 
dominated by Liberty textiles. 


Susan Collier, now the print designer, de- 
signed some of her own new prints, in addi- 
tion to reviving many old favorites. And, 
for the first time, a range of wallpapers, 
designed by Susan Collier and Sarah Camp- 
bell, will complement and coordinate with 
the home furnishings fabrics. 


LEATHER LEADERS _IN_ROME 

AYMO SPORT: leather "knits" -- slip-over 
blouses, shirt jackets and hats made of 
fine strands of grey or camel leather ... 
Flamed: effects. Suede and ponyskin printed 
in pin-stripes. Everything handcrafted. 
Nordic colors: fog grey, platinum, black, 
parchment. 

ANPEL By ANTONELLI: Glazed kidskin and 
antelope with ultra-light, supple hand in 
asphalt grey and cream. Opossum, marmot 
and lapin linings and trim. Knit "siren" 
dresses from calf to floor-length under 
leather jackets. 

LESY: Printed suedes - pencil stripes, 
tiny dots, houndstooth checks. Mix-and-match 
of suede with jacquard knits. The vertical 
look in low-waisted 7/8 coats. 

GHERARDINI: Classic jackets and coats with 
wide, squared-off shoulders, martingales, 
sizable lapels. Fencer jackets. Opossum 
trim. Creamy suedes and capeskins in earth 
tones. 

SICONS ITALIANA: Fine stripes on hooded 
suede jackets with opossum linings and easy 
coats in kidskin. Mustard, pearl gray, brown. 
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No two faces are alike, so why shouldn't 
eyeglass frames be custom-made? This, the 
premise and the promise made at the annual 
M.I.D.O. showing in Milan, where top Italian 
eyewear manufacturers showed their designs. 


Eyes may be wide-set or one higher than the 
other, while noses are not necessarily 
straight or centered. To establish what 
shape is best, frames are traced right on 
the customer's face, then photographed and 
modeled in plastic. The final frames are 
then made up in the client's choice which 
can run from lightweight metal to colored 
flexible models for easy handling. Prices 
are higher than for standard frames, but 
then again, aren't all exclusive models?
